4. Claims 15-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose the network server having a first configuration 
stored in the memory of the network server, wherein the first server configuration 
comprises a set of server parameters specific to a network application that the network 
server provides to the plurality of network clients, wherein each of the plurality of 
network clients has a corresponding client configuration stored in the memory of the 
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corresponding network client, and wherein each client configuration comprises a set of 
client parameters specific to the network application for the corresponding network 
client and that responsive to replacing the first server configuration with the second 
server configuration, determining whether the client configuration of each of the plurality 
of network clients in incompatible with the second server configuration and 
disconnecting the plurality of clients which are incompatible from the network server.
